ONE PER CENT. LOYAL. 


The New York Sunfof Nov. 3d is at 
hand. -It concedes the election of 
Garfield, and in its review of the 
campaign complains bitterly of the 
mismanagement of the Democratic 
leaders. The Sun reiterates what it 
has so often said that S. J. Tilden was 
the only Democrat who could win ip 
the Presidential contest.In this con- 
nection th: Sun makes 9 — 
statement: 


„Mr. Tilden was the one great Dem- 
ocrat who was free from even the 
faintest suspicion of secession.”’ 


This is certainly a candid confes- 
sioa. Now, if all the great Demo- 
erats are tainted with secession, what 
must be thought of the Democrats 
who are not great? The inference 
seems to be fair that, if only one 
man among a party’s leaders is free 
from the suspicion of disloyalty, the 
party itself is not loyal. 

There are many able men among 
the Democrats—theussnds of able 
men. Of these able men in the party 
we are willing to concede that some 
are great. Let us be liberal, and say 
that there are not less than one bun- 
dred great Democrats in the United 
States. No good Democrat should 
think the estimate too high. Now if, 
on the authority of its leading news- 
paper, Tiiden is the only great and 
loyal man in the Democratic party, 
then the degree of loyalty possessed 
by the party leaders may be set down 
at one per cent. And, if only one 
per cent. of the party captains is 
loyal, it is fair to estimate that only 
one per cent. of the party is loyal. 

If this estimate is correct —and we 
do not see where it is unfair- it is 
high time for loyal men, who may be 
in the Democratic party by mistake, 
to pull out of it. 

EDITORIAL NOTES,

vada in rejecting Beatty and Daggett 
for Belknap and Cassidy. In the 
course of a long article it says: “If 
elections prove anything, the last two 
held in this State show indubitably 
that the people of Nevada are in favor 
of a modification of the Bullion-Tax- 
law, and that Governor Bradley mis- 


represented their wishes when he 


vetoed the bill whereby the Bonanza 
Kings were to be relieved for two 
years of halfa million dollars annu- 
ally of State and county taxes.“

me BRIDCEPORT SHOOTING. 


An Interview With T. E. Hewkins, 
Who Shot Henry Robbins—Beoth the 
Parties Fermerly of Reno—Hawkias 
Says the Homicide Was Accidental— 
Hise Story Corroborated by Wit- 
nesses---Robbins Likely to Die. 


The Bodie Standard:News of the 
8th inst. contains the following: 
T. E. Hawkins, who on Tuesday 


$ 
last shot Henry Robbins at Bridge- 


port, has been brought to Bodie and 
placed in charge of Deputy Sheriff 
Kirgan for safe keeping, As Judge 
Murphy, Jack Dolan and others of 
Bridgeport are still endeavoring to 


organize a mob to come to Bodie and 


hang Hawkins without a trial, Kirgan 
has taken the precaution to place the 
prisoner where he cannot escape, and 
where at the same time he will be 
free from molestation by any mob 
making an assault upon the branch 
Jail. A Standard-News reporter vis- 
ited and interviewed Hawkins to-day. 
The prisouer says the article in the 
Free Press of yesterday does him great 
injustice, and from what we can learn 
of others who have known the accused 
for years we are satisfied such is tlie 
case. Hawkins has worked for every 


prominent employer in Bridgeport 
valley, and has worked in this county, 
Inyo and Esmeralda most of the past 
ten years, and has always borne a good 


reputation. 

THE PARTICULARS OF THE AFFRAY, 
which will probably result in the death 
of Robbins, as stated to us by the ac- 
cused, and corroborated by others, 
are about as follows: Hawkias kept 
a hotel or boarding house in Reno 


two years ago, and Lane und Robbins 
boarded with him until each of them 
ran up a bill of considerable magni- 
tude, and neither one of them has 
ever settled. About a month ago 
Hawkins went to the mill where Kob- 
bins worked and asked him to pay 
enough on his bili to enable him 
(Hawkins) to visit his mother and 
sisters in Reno. Robbios promised 
to do so when the mill should pay off, 
about the 15th ultimo, but failed to 
do so. The parties all met in Bridge- 
port on election day. Hawkins had, 
at the request of a frieud who was 
making a particular fight for one of 
the candidates for Justice of the 
Peace, written the candidate’s name 
upon a number of tickets of both par- 
ties, and was going down the street to 
deliver them, when Lane stopped him 
and asked for a Hancock ticket. He 
was handed a Democratic ticket, but 
declined it, saying he wanted a “‘regu- 
lar Hancock ticket.” He was then 
shown a Republican ticket, but that 
he also refused, and began abusing 
Hawkins. In a moment of passion 
the latter called him a s—n of a b—h, 
when bystanders interfered and pre- 
vented a fight. Soon after a number 
uf persons 
WARNED HAWKINS TO LOOK OUT 

for Lane, Robbins and Jack Dolan; 
telling him thatthese men were “put- 
ting up a job” and would ‘‘yet him.” 
One of the men who worked at the 
mill with Robbins and Lane also 


warned him, though himself a strang- 
er to Hawkios, Finally Hawkins met 
Lane a second time, when the latter 
asked the former to retract the epi- 
thet s- n of a b—h, which the latter 
did, remarking that he would not ap- 
ply the term to any man except in the 
heat of passion. is, however, did 
not satisfy Lane, who is a much larger 
and more powerful man than Haw- 
kins, and who seemed determined tn 
havearow. One word brought on 
another until Lane finally caught 
Hawkins with one hand and crowded 
him back against a fence, at the same 
time placing his hand to his hip pock- 
et with the remark: “I’ll cut the 
heart out of you,” or “I'll shake the 
heart out of you.” Hawkins finally 
twisted himself out from between 
Lane and the fence, when Robbins 
made a plunge at him. At that mo- 
ment Hawkias broke loose from Lane, 
drew a pistol in which there were two 
loads, and presenting it toward Rob- 
bins, told him to stand back. Instead 
of doing so, however, Robbins sprang 
forward and struck Hawkins a glanc- 
ing blos on the side of the head. At 
that mome.t, and as Hawkins was in 
the act of falling, the pistol was dis- 
charged, as Hawkins claims, accident- 
ally, as he says he had no intention of 
shooting. Others of Bridgeport, in- 
cluding Johe_ Bri and several la- 
dies who witn the affair, sub- 


| stantially corroborate Hawkin’s state- 


ment. 
AS TO HAWKINS’ CHARACTER, 
there is not a previous blemish upon 
it so far as we can learn, and the Free 
Press story that he was run ont of the 
town of Reno for attempting to cchab- 
it with his own daughter is an utter 
absurdity, as Hawkins never had a 
hter ur any other family, never 
having been married even.
